DIFFICULT TERRAIN.

vanced hy order of Director-General 
McAdoo yesterday 13 cents per hour 


above the rate prevailing last Janu- 
ary 1, with a minimum of 48 cents 
per hour, retroactive to last October 
1. Etght hours hereafter is to be 
considered a day's work, and over- 
time will be paid at the rate of time 
and a half. 
This order, involving aggregate in- 
creases of about $30,000,000 @ year. 
applies to between 60.000 and 70.- 
000 employees, incinding telegra- 
phors, telephone operators, agent 
telegraphers, agent télephoners, 
tower men, lever men, tower and 
train directors, block operators and 
staff men. It does not apply to tele- 
Phone switchboard operators. A 
separate wage order will be issued 
next week applying to railroad 
agents who are not telegraphers. 
' The wage order does not apply to 
persons paid $30 or less per month 
for special services, taking only « 
portion of their time.

MERICA’S PART. 

Making a durable peace is a vastly 
more difficult problem for the free nations 
of the world than making war. European 
cables are authority for the statement that 
President Wilson is so impressed with the 
responsibility which this country must ac- 
cept in allying itself with European and 
oriental peoples in a League of Nations 
that he has decided to attend the peace con- 
ference in person. If he does so he will 
be accompanied by Elihu Root, probably 
the ablest authority on international rela 
tions and international treaties in the 
United States. There will be other mem- 
bers of the American commission, but they 
are not men of sufficient ability or experi- 
ence to be valuable as counsellors and they 
are selected for decorative purposes only. 

President Wilson would depart from all 
diplomatic precedent, both in leaving this 
country during his term of office and at- 
tending as a principal a conference where 
every other nation wil) be represented by 
diplomats only. But if he can aid in 
framing a peace treaty which will put an 
end to fighting among peoples without sur- 
rendering nationa! integrity and involving 
our country in entangling economic alli- 
ances he will perform a service that is 
worth more than all the precedents of 
history. 

Wilson and Root form an ideal combina- 


} tion to represent our republic; the one is 


ideal, the other practical: the one is in- 
clined to radicalism, the other to conserva- 
tism. If each were left to himself the 
country would fear that the one would go 
too far and the other not far enough. Pres!- 
dent Wilson possesses the confidence of 
the peoples of Europe who have broken 
the chains of vassalage and are seeking to 
establish institutions through which they 
May secure free government and domestic 
freedom. Elihu Root possesses the confi- 
dence of the industria] and the legal] circles, 
both here and in Burope. He will work in 
more harmony with Arthur’ Balfour. 
Britain's great commoner, than any other 
man in America. President Wilson is im- 
bued with the hopes of radicalism: Balfour 
and Root know its dancers. If the Peace 
Conference evolves a plan for a League of 
Nations to which these three agree, it will 
be a plan which the Anglo-Saxon aationa 
need not fear to indorse. Their combined 
intellects represent the ultimate of Anglo- 
Saxon progress. If President Wilson stood 
alone we would fear that bis enthusiasms 
might triumph over his reason. In the con- 
currence of Balfour and Root that fear 
would be dispelled. 

It is well that the President selected Mr. 
Root as one of his commissioners. For Mr. 
Root has the confidence of the Republican 
party of the nation—of its leaders even 
more than the rank and file—and it must 
not be forgotten that the President plays 
little more than an advisory part in treaty 
making. The Constitution provides that 
he shall make peace treaties “WITH THE 
ADVICE OF THE SENATHS,” and that the 
treaties shall become effective “PROVIDED 
THEY ARE APPROVED BY A TWO- 
THIRDS VOTE OF THE SENATE.” At 
the close of the Spanish-American War 
President McKinley selected the peace 
Gelegates of this country from the Foreign 
Relations Commitice of the Senate and the 
House. President Wilson has overlooked 
the Senate entirely in making his selec- 
tions; and the Republican leaders have al- 
ready sounded a warning, through Mr. 
Taft, that if they are not consulted while 
the terms of the treaty are being drafted. 
they will appoint their own committees and 
make a thorough investigation of every 
section before they will pass judement 
upon it. The President himself must know, 
since November 5. that the Republican 
leaders divide with him the confidence of 
the country. 

The American people are not ready to 
accept the Socialistic idea that wars are 
the outgrowth of economic disputes, or that 
they can be avoided by economic alliances. 
One has but to read the symposium which 
appeared in The Times yesterday of the 
reasons assigned by each government for 
leading its people into the present war to 
discover that every people, even those of 
the Central Powers, was made to believe 
that it was being attacked by a power/ul 
neighbor and must arm or perish. World 
ponquest was the dream of the Hobenzol- 
lerns; but the German government was 
careful to permit nothing to be said or 
written that would lead the masses to be- 
lieve they were being exploited in a war 
of conquest. They were told that they must 
conquer or become the vassals of the 
Triple Entente. 

America’s greatness is founded upon 
fixed principles from which the American 
people have never deviated and which 
they will not consent to abandon now. The 
big manufacturing nations of Europe will 
bring to bear every diplomatic pressure 
possible to induce this country to give up 
its policy of levying protective tariffs. But 
the American people will not forget that 
the first law passed by Coneress under the 
Constitution was one establishing a scale 
of tariffs on imported articles, for the pur- 
pose of securing national revenue and of 
protecting American industry and American 
labor. Nations do not fight tn this age 
over tariff schedules and free trade is not 
an essential condition to a League of Na- 
tions. 

Neither are the American people ready 
to approve a peace treaty which will pro- 
hibit this country from making reciprocity 
treaties with the smaller nations of Cen- 
tral and South America. We have the 
duty of an elder brother still to perform 
both in protecting and stimulating the in- 
dustry of those little peoples’ there is no 
reason why we should abandon them in 
entering a League of Nations. 

America is not ready to abandon its re- 
strictions against illiterate, pauper and un- 
desirable immigrants. We are not ready 
to make our country a dumping ground 
elther for the cheap labor or the products 
of the cheap labor of Burope and Asia. 
The first duty in cultivating a field is to 
keep out the weeds; the same is true in 
cultivating a people. Humanitarianism is 
a beautiful ideal; but we prefer that cer- 
tain peoples shall work out their salvation 
in their own territory. 

Amertea will also be wary of any form of 
internationaliem which stifles the national 
spirit and weakens the ideal of nationa! 
unity. Gen. Foch was quick to discover our 
Liberty Army fought best under ite own 
commanders, that the national spirit was 
the secret of its strength. The League of 
Nations idea must not be carried to the 
potat where nationalism becomes sub- 
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merged, or it will defeat its own purpose. 
The Anglo-Saxon peoples are not ready to 
surrender their individuality for a League 


of Nations; they would prefer to figat for: 


it. The ideal of national unity has been 
strengthened in every Allied people by the 
terrible struggle through which it hes 
passed. France would fight the war over 
again rather than exchange her Marseil- 
laise for some new anthem of international 
concordance. 


Premier Clemenceau sounded a warping 
to the French nation only a week ago that 
“It is harder to win peace than to win the 
war.” If a League of Nations is constructed 
overnight it will be so fragile that the first 
torrent of hate would sweep it away. Only 
things of slow growth endure. The plan 
finally adopted will necessarily be a com- 
promise; the radicals will be disappointed 
im its conservatism, and the conservatives 
in ite radicalism All enduring historical 
documents, all enduring treaties, have been 
the result of a compromise. Our own Con 
stitution is a notable example. Three ex- 
tremes must be avoided, autocracy, plutoc- 
racy and radical democracy which finds its 
expression in Bolshevism. We must pre- 
pare ourselves to be contented with a 
moderate beginning for our League of Na- 
tions. If the coming peace congress can 
only establish a sound foundation for the 
League, we can safely trust to future gener- 
ations for the superstructure. 

Above all we must beware lest our en- 
thusiasm triumph over our reason and we 
be led into entangling economic alliances 
from which withdrawal will be impossible. 


LEGISLATION. 

California's direct legislation laws 
have been judged this year by a majority 
of voters according to a new standard. 
The sober actualities of war dispelled the 
illusions that demagogues and political 
tricketers had assiduously created, and a 
people animated by patriotic ideals looked 
upon things as they really are. Judged by 
the resuits, direct legislation was weighed 
and found wanting. 

There was no desire among Republicans 
to disfranchise Democrats in the August 
primaries. The exposure of German dvu- 
plicity had awakened in every heart a de 
mand for fair play. Yet when the pri- 
maries were over it was found that the 
Democratic party in the State had been 
left without a candidate for Governor, that 
the Democrats had been disfranchised by 


reason of votes cast in the Republican pri- 


mary. While the sentiment of the State 
was overwhelmingly Republican, it was 
manifesitiy unfair that the Democrats 
should not be permitted to make their own 
chotee of candidate: and the Republicans 
themselves were quick to recognize the un- 
justness of such a law. 

Public sentiment in California is strongly 
against the open saloon. It is opposed for 
mora] reasons, for economic reasons, for 
sanitary reasons. The people have come to 
recognize that ardent spirits are in reality 
poisonous drugs that should be sold only 
on the prescription of a physician. Two- 
thirds of the legisiative candidates ran on 
antisaloon platforms, two amendments 
closing the saloons appeared on the ballot 
and more than 500,000 of the 800,000 elec- 
tors who took part in the election voted 
against the saloons, Yet the saloons were 
not closed and the sale of ardent liquors fs 
not prohibited. The expressed will of the 
people was nullified by direct legislation. 
If there were no initiative clause in the 
State constitution there would be no open 
saloons in California today. They would 
have been closed six years ago. 

Direct legislation has been publicly ex- 
posed. It is a device which lends itself 
readily to the manipulation of the polltt 
clans and enadies them to annul the very 


principle of self-government on which our 
republic is founded. Direct legislation has 
compelled the property owners of the State 
to spend $2,000,000 fighting a single tax 
Proposition that two-thirds of the electors 
of the State know is absolutely without 
merit. Direct legisiation has caused 
$5,000,000 to be spent in anti-saloon cam- 
paigns without closing a saloon in the State. 
Direct legislation disfranchised the Repub- 
lican party in 1912 and in 1915, and the 
Democratic party in 1918., Direct legisla- 
tion suspended for two years the operation 
of the red light abatement law, although 
four-fifths of the electors of the State fa- 
vored it. Direct legislation suspended the 
operation of the law limiting the increase 
in the cost of county government to 5 per 
cent. annually, and finally defeated this 
law which would have saved the taxpayers 
of the State at least $5,000,000 a year. 
These are some of the major ills of direct 
legislation. The single salutary law for 
which it is responsible is the anti-usury 
act adopted at the last election: but that 
act passed the Legislature two years ago 
and was vetoed by Gov. Johnson. The 
Legislature which convenes in January 
would have pessed it almost without oppo- 
sition. 

If the people of the State could have an 
opportunity now to vote on the question 
of direct legislation the initiative, the ref- 
erendum, the recall and the direct primary 
would all be cast out. They have served 
no good purpose and have caused grave 
injury. Direct legislation has made the 
pame of California a by-word for eccen- 
tricities and freak legislation. It has with- 
drawn the safeguards which are necessary 
to guarantee protection to foreign capital 
invested here, and has thus retarded seri- 
ously the growth and development of the 
industries and natural resources of the 
State. It deprived Southern California of a 
Governor six years ago and deprived this 
part of the State two years ago of a United 
States Senator. It has enriched dema- 
gogues and inaugurated a reign of forty fat 
commissions that make the cost of gov- 
ernment in California more than double 
that of the average American State. The 
per capita cost is higher than that of any 
other State. 

At present the only salvation seems to 
be initiative legislation to make further 
direct legislation impossible. That is a 
paradox; but there seems no other way. 
Direct legislation, like autocracy. will 
finally destroy itself; but the cost to the 
people held in vassalage by it is propor- 
tionately as great as that of destroying 
despotism abroad. Further temporizing ts 
futile,

|| ADVENTURE IN IDEALS. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER. 


The victorious Allied nations have 
embarked on an entirely new and 
rather thrilling adventure. They 
have not only set forth a lofty stand- 
ard of ideals, but they are solemnly 
proposing to live up to them. In- 
ternationally, this has never been 
done before. In the past the pro 
fessed lofty principles of nations 
have usually differed quite consid- 
erably from actions. They have 
meant well, perhaps, but conditions 
have been against them. Modifica- 
tions and compromises — always 
those inevitable compromises—have 
been “justified” on the immutable 
law of self-preservation. And the 
idealists have been left sighing wist- 
fully. 

But this time it really was an hon- 
est war of right against might. It 


really was a struggle for justice and 
freedom. And might has failed igno- 
miniously. And right, triemphant, 
quivers with the exaltation of 2 sub- 
lime confidence. And the two most 
powerful Allies, the United States 
and Great Britain, blessed with fine 
characters in Presideut Wilson and 
David Lioyd George at their helms, 
are sincerely permeated with an al- 
most divine sense of responsibility. 

It is sublimely significant that, at 
the very moment when victory is as- 
sured, far from being drunk with 
triumph, Lloyd George of Great Brit- 
ain reiterates again the ideals which 
the Allies have proclaimed through- 
out the war, again emphatically re- 
minds the world “that the principles 
of eternal justice” must reign at the 
peace settlement. 

There never was such a victory 
speech in the world before. Think 
of the jubilant conquerors, in the 
very hour of their supreme triumph, 
calmly stating that— 

“We must not allow any sensé of 
revenge, any spirit of greed, any 
grasping desires to override the 
principles of fundamental righteous- 
ness. We must relentlessly 
set our faces against any attempt to 
make us part from the strict princi- 
ples of right to satisfy any base, sor- 
did, squalid ideas of vengeanct or of 
avarice.” 

When the war broke and terror 
was let loose in the land the pessi- 
mists said that Christianity had 
failed. But just as Christianity was 
established for the salvation of man- 
kind through cructfixion—and resur- 
rection —so will it triumph for all 
time in the twentieth century. The 
pations have passed through the 
valley of shadows while countless 
thousands mourned, and ‘twould 
seem the bat® of blood has indeed 
cleansed our very souls. And we 
have been blessed with leaders of 
lofty minds, who have hastened’ to 
remind us, in the very hour of tri- 
umph, that now we can afford to be 
decent, afford to embark upon that 
real adventure in ideals, afford to 
be generous; that on this occasion 
at least no cheap compromises with 
“greed and vengeance need be ours. 
We can, and we will, practice what 
Wwe preached, repudiating national 
and international hypocrisy for all 
time 


Right at the very outset we are 
asked to practice Christ's dictums, 
not in theory, but actually. To “re- 
turn good for evil,” to “love our en- 
emy,” to “feed the hungry,” to “do 
unto our neighbor as we would be 
done by.” It fs all very novel and 
original—and rather thrilling. Tre 
criminal is not to go entirely un- 
punished: he is to make reparation 
and restitution, Well, wecre 
to help him do it; we are to lend 
him our moral support, to say noth- 
ing of considerable material support 
in the process. We are not to stran- 
gle him in an ecstasy of vengeance 
and wallow in the bloody exaltation 
of conquest. We are to aid him in 
the difficult uphill climb of reform, 
ourselves work for his restitution to 
grace—and finally take part in the 
rejoicing over the sinner that re- 
penteth. Nay, after a decent inter- 
val, we may even kill the fatted calf 
for the prodigal son returning to the 
bosom of the nations. 

But that is not all. President Wil- 
gon has made the embarrassing sug- 
gestion that we search our own 
hearts, remove the beam from our 
own eye and generally undergo a 
little house-cleaning on our own Ac- 
counts. Dear beaven, who ever 
heard of a conqueror talking bout 
reforming himself? Another thrill- 
img adventure for vs. And David 
Lioyd George is already talking of 
internal reforms in Great Britain, 
frankly admitting quite a numerous 
list of little home affairs that are not 
necessarily above reproach, Even 
temperamental Ireland is to search 
its various palpitating hearts and 
try to beat as one, that strife and 
bitterness may depart in the sun- 
shine of the new peace. What an 
adventure for Ireland, burying 
moldy old hatchets and chucking its 
grievances out of the window. North 
and South Ireland may be admitting 
extenuating virtues in each other 


yet. 

It is a wildly original end adven- 
turous programme. The whole world 
not only making sood resolutions, 
but preparing to live up to them. 
Great powers, once above the laws 
of common reputable behavior, ac- 
tually admitting that what Is good 
for the individual is good for the 
state. It was all very well to talk 
in lofty languace of principles and 
reform “when the devil was sick”— 
but here are the Allies, in the very 
heyday of healthy triumph, keeping 
up the virtuous protestations ane 
showing every disposition to mean 
what they say and act accordingly. 
Far from thanking God they are not 
as other men, behold them humbly 
praying for strength and grace, re- 
newing their pledges for richteous- 
ness and saying from a full heart: 

“Forgive us our trespasses as we 
forgive them that trespass against 


power and the glory forever and 
ever. Amen.”

We are expecting a lively 
discussion when the conference be- 
gins to discuss the “freedom of the 
seas.” 

It is a good time to differentiate 
in war terms. First of all an armt- 
stice is not in any way related to the 
making of peace terms, It is purely 
and simply an inquiry of a beaten 
contestant for a statement of those 
conditions on which he can obtain 
freedom from further punishment. 
The terms of peace are to be named 
by the nations allied against Ger- 
many in conference. We have grant- 
ed an armistice to Germany, but 
this has nothing to do with the later 
determination of the case between 
Germany and the rest of the world. 
Germany has merely given bail 
pending trial on an indictment that 
ig to be heard at the peace table.

Walnut Oracking Machine Saves 

Hundreds of Thousands of Dol- 
lars to Growers, 


The California Walnut Growers’ 
Association, which has just har- 


vested its new crop of English wal- 
nuts, has entered upon the tesk of 
shelling the culls and preparing 
them for market as selected nut 
meats, by installing several new-type 
nut-shelling machines, These give 
the cull plant a greater daily capa- 
city than ever before. Under favor- 
able conditions, the output could al- 
most be doubled. 

These new machines were built to 
order at a cost of about $4500 each. 
The machines formerly in use cost 
only about $1700 each, and cracked 
only five tons of culls per day. 

The cracking machine was in- 
vented by a walnut grower to fill an 
absolute need, and it has enabled the 
association to market culls at a prof- 
it for several years. The culls busi- 
nets alone runs into many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars a year. The 
meats are used by bakers and con- 
fectioners all over the United States 
and Canada.

of the needs of Europe, to say noth- 
ing of other parte of the world. 
America must furnish practically 75 
per cent. of the world’s needs and 
about 865 per cent. of the new de 
mand which will begin with the 
restoration of peace.

Orthoclase. 

BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 27.--Q.: 
Will you please give me the mar- 
ket value of potash feldepar that 
will go 10 per cent. potash. 

“SUBSCRIBER.” 

A.: 80 many inquiries come to 
the editor of this department asking 
for prices on feldspar, and, spe- 
cifically, relating to potash values, 
that it may be well to give the fol- 
lowing favts. 

The potash in feldspars, in micas, 
ete... ia in silicated condition, and 
up to date there is no process avail- 
able, other than that from dust 
chambers at smelters and cement 
works, that would justify anyone in 
mining the mineral for potash. It 
is probable that orthoclase (potash 
feldepar;) muscovite (potash mica;) 
other potash feldspars, and #o forth, 
have no market value, In California 
or elsewhere as a source for potash 

“The theoretical composition of 
pure orthoclase or microciline iv 
silica 64.7 per cent., alumina 18.4 
per cent., and potash 16.9 per cent.” 
As a matter of fact, however, the 
feldepars named will not average-——- 
on commercial scale—10 per cen! 
potash, and even then in silicated 
condition. Such feldspar is not 
available for potash; it is not water 
soluble. If lime is present with the 
feldepar it has no value whatever. 

“The feldspar quarries in the 
United States are restricted to the 
eastern seaboard States and Callfor- 
nia. . . . Potteries in Cailifornia 
account for the exploitation of 
feldspar defosits in that State.” The 
quoted matter above ia from 
Mineral Resources of the United 
States, 1915, and the feldspar ques- 
tion for potash values is now no bet- 
ter than of the year stated. 

It is probable, however, that in 
the near future, success will crown 
the @fforts of men now at work in 
laboratories and in commercia! 
plants whereby orthoclase will yield 


its potash and be of copa commer-' 


cial value. 

The mining doys in the hills 
should be on the lookout for vol- 
canic leuctte bearing rocks; such 
rocks somewhat resemble pumice, 
and the leucite is disseminated in 
grains, and in colors of gray white; 
yellow white; reddish white; ash 
gray, arid all of vitreous luster. The 
glauconite beds near the Aaigona- 
California line, occurring as “screen 
sand,” and so forth, should also re- 
cefve some attention.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. —@.: I 
am handing you herewithbample of 
what appears to be micaa, I discov- 
ered an exceedingly large deposit of 
same while hunting. Will you please 
advise regarding same, as it appears 
to be exceedingly pure and of large 
deposit. “SUBSCRIBER.” 

A.: The sample is from a small 
“book” of mica. It is rather too 
brittle and decomposed for first- 
class mica; ftron-manganese traces 
In the specimen. It is mofe than 
probable that by sinking a (little 
shaft on this deposit a better gerade 
of mica could be obtained, and then 
offer same to buyers of the mineral 
as it occurs, or in powdered form. 


Platinum Trace. 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Oct. 81.—Q.: 
I am sending you two samples 
(three pleces not wrapped) from 
Congress district, and the other, 
marked No. 2, from Placerito Creek. 
west of the Santa Maria River. The 
three pleces are from the same 
ledge and from their spotted ap- 
pearance—tred yellow, red white, or 
black—I thought they mighg carry 
vanadium, as that element has been 
obtained from ores not far from 
the locality. No. 2 consists of con- 
centrates of black sand. I took a 
ood deal of magnetite from the 
nde with a magnet, and ft carries 
a little gold, but sometimes, when 
washing, some black will stick to the 
pan after the gold, so I thought 
there might be something else, very 
heavy, and probably tin or plati- 
num (7?) Thanking you for past 
favors. 

A.: The black brown sample, one 
of the three not wrapped, is of lim- 
onite and titaniferous iron. The 
two other samp ies show up yellow. 
red and black colorations, and the 
three colors do not react for vana- 
dium Ferrous and ferric oxides 
chiefly; titaniferous Iron present; py- 
rite a trace, and not further ana- 
lyzed. No. 2 “concentrates.” Mag- 
netite still In black sands, with a 
good perceptage of titaniferous tron. 
Garnet a trace; wolframite a trace. 
Quartz In the granular matter, with 
some magnetite (very sparingly 
contained) on which microscopical 
galenite appears. The sample reacts 
for platinum a bare trace. It would 
be well to go further on this black 
sand. Pan twenty pounds of the 
substance as it occurs, and then 
have the concentrates carefully ana- 
lyzed for platinum. 


Tron Oxides and Carbon. 

SANTA ANA, Nov. 1—Q.: Un- 
der other cover I am malling you 
two samples of “rock.” No. 1, from 
Inyo county; and No. 2, from Teha- 
ma county, Cal. Would be pleased 
to have you tell us what they are, 
also if of any value. H. 

A.: No, 1 ts micaceous tron ore, a 
variety of hematite, and it repre- 
sents good iron ore. No. 2 (three 
samples.) One specimen is quartz- 
itle rock carrying low per cent. 
graphite and fron present: one oth- 
er is “sillcated wood” with carbon 
(graphite) more or less present. 
The third sample is a graphitic, al- 
tered, slaty shale. The three speci- 
mens show substances of doubifu! 
commercial value. 


Not Tested for Cobalt. . 
»-ELSINORE, Nov. 2.—Q.: I am 
mailing you four samples of min- 
eral for your determination of con- 
tents. What ts the tinfoll-looking 
substance in No. 17 What are the 
characteristics of No. 2, is it lime 
reck?

A.: The samples are hard ones to 
determine qualitatively. No. 1 is of 
two samples, and both of them are 
ferruginous quarts with microscopic 
sheets of titaniferous tron very 
sparingly present. Some altered ar- 
Senical fron in the quertz, and one 
sample shows “rainbow quarts” (ir- 
descent.) No. 2 is not all lime car- 
bonate; it is colored greenish prob- 
ably by arsenical fron; pyrite traces; 
baryte and quartz present. No. 8, 
altered iren-arsenical matter pres- 
ent; microscopic pyrite in the mages. 
No. 4 ts a mixture of sulphides, in- 
cluding low per cent. chaloopyrite 
(fron-copper sulphide:) arsenica) 
fron a good percentage; pyrite and 
arsenopyrite in the sample. Nos. 3 
and 4 call for quantitative analyses 
for other matter.
